They at 
onoe proceeded to hia headquarters, 
where perhaps a more brief conversa- 
tion was held than was expected by the 
Indians, Gen. Miles plainly telling 
them to come in and snrrender; that he 
was not here to listen to their com- 
plaints; that they would be allowed to 
go to Washington to make them, after 
the trouble was arranged here. They 
stated that nearly, if not quite all, of 
the Pine Ridge Indians were desirous 
of peace and wanted to oorne back to 
the agency. 


If the Pine Ridge Indians conclude 


to come back it will greatly reduce the 
war party, now numbering abont 4,000. 
According to Agent Cooper's figures 
there are 2,200 Pine Ridge Indians ab- 
sent, so their foroe will be reduced at 
least one-half their present number. 
General Milefl held another short talk 
with these Indians yesterday morning 
and they set out on their return. It is 
thought that most of the Fine Ridge 
Indians will be here in a day or two. 


OAIBP AT SECOND RANOH, ONWOTOTDED 


KNEE GREEK, S. D., Jan. 7.—The situa- 
tion for the last twenty-four hours has 
remained without any material change. 
General Brooke and staff arrived here 
late Monday night and has established 
his headquarters. It is reported that a 
number of Indian messengers will be 
sent to the hostile village in White Clay 
Greek to hold a council with them and 
endeavor to have them surrender. 
Three troops of the Eighth oaralry and 
a large number of Indian scouts arrived 
yesterday. The soldiers are gathering 
cattle and Indian ponies. Pickets re- 
port a signal fire to the south, and what 
appears to be a large band of Indians 
are moving northward. A troop of 
cavalry is kept constantly saddled night 
and day. It is reported that General 
Miles will be here in a few days to 
superintend operations personally, 


A wagon train which arrived from 


Rapid City yesterday, and which con- 
sisted of five wagons, was fired into 
when abont fifteen miles from this point 
by a roving band of Indians. 
The In- 


dians had been following them from the 
day previous and abont 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon they were attacked. 
The Indians would ride up, circle 
around and shoot, and would then ride 
off to a safe distance. After firing 
about fifty shots they withdrew. None 
of the teamsters were hurt, and it is be- 
lieved none of the Indians were 
wounded, 


BPOKAME PALLS, Jan. 7.—News ar- 


rived from Rookford that on Friday a 
a Siouz runner came to the Gour 
d'Aline lodian reservation and endeav- 
ored to induce those Indians to join the 
hoatiles. 
Chief 
Bait Ice, of Gonr 


d'Aline, learning his missisn, ordered 
him arrested and confined in the guard 
house and Saturday had him whipped, 
after which he was taken to the limits 
of the reservation and dismissed with a 
warning not to return. 


COLFAI, Wash., Jan. 
7.—Marshal 


Maokey Monday night shot and prob- 
ably fatally wounded an Indian buck 
named Bones, son of Chief Bones of the 
Palouee tribe. The Indians have been 
causing a good deal of trouble lately 
with their drunken orgies and ghost 
dtr-oes and the marshal had arrested 
three of them and was taking them to 
prison. 
Bones, who was one of 


them, broke away and was shot 
by 
the 
officer. 
It 
is now 


feared that a general uprising of the 
tribes in this vicinity will result, as 
there have been numerous threats and 
signs of an outbreak. The shooting of 
Bones will add fuel to tho flames. A 
gentleman juit in from Moscow, Idaho, 
reports that the Nez Perces are engag- 
isg in furious ghost dancing on their 
reservations, near the city, and there 
was a strong probability of the hostile 
uprising. The people of Moscow are 
very much alarmed. 


Lose Pure, S. D., Jan. 7.—When the 


Gheyennes made the famous run through 
from Indian territory to the old Red 
Olond agency years ago, there was a 
wild panic among the settlers, but that 
scare cannot be compared with the 
stampede which is now in progress in 
the western part of the state, From 
Fremont, as far west as tho Bolls, armed 
men are on duty as defenders of villages. 
Ten companies of state troops are al- 
ready in the field, and the rest of the 
militia foroe will'be in motion today. 
It is evident that General Miles has all 
he can attend to, and it was a wise move 
to protect the frontier towns with the 
militia, 


At all the depots along the Elkhorn 


Valley road great crowds gathered ready 
to cheer the soldiers. States soldiers 
are now in Long Pine, Valentine, Chad- 
ran, Rtuhvillo and many other exposed 
towns. It is not thought, however, 
that their strength is over 400. In 
many places the citizens are building 
forts with deep cellars, into which to 
orawl if the stockades should be carried 
by the foe. Appeals for arms and sol- 


diers aro being received day end night 
by Governor Thayer, 


GOTHBIE, 0. T., Jan. 7.—The ghost

' THROUGH A TRESTLE! 


Plunges a Train—The Engineer and 


Fireman are Killed and the P*»- 


•engera Sarrowly .Escape. 


FIRE IN PARIS. 


A IMsastrttM Conflagration In the 


Capital of Fraace—lforty Fam- 


ilies Hade Homeless. 


PARIS, Jan. 7.—At an early hour thia 


morning there broke forth a conflagra- 
tion which has deprived forty families of 
their homes, and which may result in 
the loss of the lives of several human 
beings. 


Just after midnight the rear of a hat 


store of the first floor of a crowded 
building on Bno Verrerio, was dis- 
covered to be on fire. So rapid was the 
progress of the flames that tbe fright- 
ened tenants had barely time to spring 
from their beds and rush headlong into 
the cold streets clad in their thin night 
clothes. A few of the panic stricken 
crowd made ineffectual efforts to save the 
more valuable of their belongings, but 
were beaten back by the roaring flames 
and suffocating smoke. 


In the stampede the strong ruthlessly 


brushed aside the weak, and in tho 
fearful rush for safety women with babes 
in their arms were knocked down and 
trampled upon, wkile they cried aloud 
to the hurrying crowd to save their 
children. 
Three hours had elapsed 


from the time of the discovery of the 
fire before the efforts of the firemen 
succeeded in snbdneing the flames. By 
that time twenty houses had been 
gutted and a number of others badly 
damaged both by fire and water. 


The persons who were injured in the 


outward rush of the escaping people 
we-e conveyed to a neighboring hospi- 
tal, where they are now being oared for. 
Some are GO badly hurt that the sur- 
geons fear they will die. Whether life 
was lost outright or not is a fact which 
cannot be established until the police 
have finished the rescue, while the 
consensus of opinion is that the miss- 
ing, if such there are, will be found to 
have taken refuge in the neighboring 
houses, A number of families are anx- 
iously searching for missing kinsfolk. 


It is estimated that by this oatsstro- 


phy fully one hundred people have been 
thrust homeless and penniless upon 
the streets in mid-winter, and the sug- 
gestion is made that popular subscrip- 
tions should at once be started for their 
relief.

JBev. Maettucary Appears Before an 


£G«le8laatleal Court to Answer

receive 


from 850 per month to $1,600 per year. 
It took forty-eight thousand enumer- 
ators to gather the census figures, and 
their returns were made to 175 state 
superntcra, who employed 700 clerks, 
The totnl number of people, therefore, 
who have been at work taking the cen- 
sus, at one time, is about fifty-five thou- 
sand—the population of a good-sized 
town, including men, women and child- 
ren. 
The total cost of tha census up to 


December 81, was 84,810,152 54, while 
the pay roll for last month alone was 
5650,933 57. Thus far the enumerators 
scattered around the country have 
drawn about 82,000,000. These points 
will be given to Mr, Porter, who will 
get them into shape, thus finding the 
cost of the census.

SCOTLAND'S STRIKE. 


A tabor Leader Addresses a Meeting 


of 3,000 Docker*. 


D0KDSS, Jan. 7.—John Burns, the 


English labor leader, addressed a meet- 
ing of 3,000 dookera in this city to day. 
He made a strong and fervid appeal to 
his hearers not to stand idly by and sec 
their fellow workingmen on the rail- 
ways of Scotland beaten in detail. 


He pointed out to them how effectual 


was the assistance given to the com- 
panies by the dookera so long as their 
skilled services were to be had in the 
loading and unloading of the goods 
trains. This assistance should be drawn 
by the dockers; not to insure the public 
interest; or even those of the obstinate 
companies, but to aid the striking rail- 
roaders, 


At the conclusion of Mr. Burns' ad- 


dress it was resolved that the dockers of 
Dundee should be ordered on a strike 
if such a ooursa proved necessary in or- 
der to compel a settlement of the rail- 
road dispute. 


GLASGOW, Jon. 7.—The distress in 


this district, as a consequence of the 
railroad strike, has been greatly in- 
creased by the stoppage of private works 
and private manufacturing enterprises 
for want of fuel.

No law will compel a man 
to return his inoome at a greater mm 
than it is. It was in the interest of 
capital that the inoome tax was repeal- 
ed. By the repeal of that tax capital 
has been relieved of taxation by the 
federal government for twenty years, 
and now I think, in tke interest of the 
people, it ought to be re-enacted. 
Twenty years ago it produced a revenue 
of $73,000,000 per annum. The same 
law now would produce $160,000,000 
per annum."

There are a great many American 


physicians going to Germany to learn 
the secret of the fluid that Dr. Koch rises 
as a remedy for tuberculosis. What the 
profession is chiefly interested in is not 
go much to obtain a supply of the fluid, 
as it is to ascertain its formula. It is, 
in the first plaee, quite erroneous to call 
it ''lymph," as it consists of nothing like 
lymph; and in the next place, there 
is 
good 
reason 
to 
believe 
that 


this fluid is not a culture fluid, 
consisting of some animal extract in 
which bacilli have been reared and 
whioh has been subsequently filtered 
and rendered aseptic. The facility with 
which the loch remedy can be preserv- 
ed and distributed indicates that it 
differs very greatly from the fluid em- 
ployed by Pasteur against hydrophobia. 
Experiments made with brewers' yeast 
and with stale beer have resulted in the 
production of a febrile reaction similar 
to that following Koch's fluid, Audit 
will not be surprising if the composi- 
tion of the remedy for whioh as high as 
$60 a drop has been offered, should not 
differ materially from thedraininga that 
tramps collect from beer kegs.
